Rams Win 
Wide Acclaim 


The Rampaging Rams, winning 
the hearts of New Yorkers through 
prilliant victories over Bowling 
Green and Muhlenberg, still main- 
tained the admiration of 18,475 
fans though they were edged by a 
towering Kentucky quintet, 46-45, 
in the final round of the National 
Invitation Tournament in Madison 
Square Garden, 

As the International News Ser- 
yice said, “The Rollicking Rams 
won everything in New York, but 


the tournament. The immense 
crowd actually booed the winner, 
Kentucky, when they received 


their awards. Rhode Island had 
been the biggest sentimental favor- 
ite since Abel fought Cain. Ernie 
Calverley, the Rhode Island ace, 
was by far the stand-out man, and 
everyone of the 18,475 fans present 
had their eyes on him every mo- 
ment.” 


This scrappy Rhody team will 
never be forgotten in the annals of 
basketball, for they are the team 
closest to perfection, with versatile 
Ernie Calverley and a host of greats 
for teammates. True, the Ken- 
tuckians had the higher number of 
Points, but they did not possess the 
Courage, skill and brilliance of the

You will have your 
opportunity to match this UConn 
spirit and enthusiesm at the student 
assembly on April 3 when the 
Beacon will conduct a “Dime Day” 
to raise money for a Ram fund 
to cover the expenses of feeding, 
clothing and travel for Rameses IV. 
Be there with your dime! 

The Connecticut Campus editor- 
ial says: 

“Rhody’s Rameses III is dead. 

“It is a sad thing for a college 
to lose its mascot, and sadder still 
when this mascot is the symbol 
of a fierce, yet somehow truly 
American tradition of competition. 
The Ram to Rhody meant the link 
between two schools; white lines 
on a green turf, basketball players 
running across a varnished floor, a 
Nutmeg full of retrospect. 

“When approached with the idea 
of buying a new ram to replace 
Rameses III, the Connecticut Cam- 
pus seized upon it as a true ex- 
pression of the bond existing be- 
tween the two colleges. There 
could be no finer manifestation of 
sportsmanship than this gesture. 
The mental picture of the presen- 
tation of the Ram to the Rhode Is- 
lend students has an appeai akin 
to that of a man toward the Alma 
Mater. 


“A crowd of men and wemen,

That lone individual is Dr .Charles 
Potter, an entomologist from Eng- 
land who is doing some research 
studies at the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 

He had never seen a basketball 
game, so the last home appearance 
of the Rams in Rodman gym was 
the occasion for his immersion in 
America’s most popular winter 
sport. 

“Which is the Calverley?” was 
one of the first questions he 
asked as he settled down to watch 
the pre-game warmup tactics. 

Dr. Potter explained that in Eng-

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ball,” played only by women, how- 
ever. In net ball the players also

Noting the inability of “the other 
side” to score “nets,” Dr. Potter 
lapsed into an Americanism that 
he’s picked up since his arrival at 
Kingston in January. “Their shoot- 
ing’s not too hot.” 

As the partisans in the gallery 
showed their continuing disaffec- 
tion for the referees’ decisions, Dr. 
Potter remarked, ‘‘They are free 
with their criticism.” After the 
game, he said, “I was impressed by 
the difficulty of refereeing the 
game and I felt that the crowd 
was very unfair to barrack him as 
it did.”

At one point, Dr. Potter asked, 
“Is the ref a neutral? Is he ours or 
does he come from somewhere 
else?” 

The shot of the timer’s gun at 
half time brought forth the ques- 
|tion, “Is the gun shot at any par- 
ticular part of the business?” 

As various fouls were committed, 
he remarked impatiently, “I can 
never see these damn fouls; I don’t 
see how the ref sees them.” 

Commenting on the shooting abil- 
ity of the Rams’ opponents, he said, 
“If they could shoot a bit better, 
they’d be well in.” In Americanese 
that meant “they'd be in the game.” 
The scoring—‘running” is Dr. Pot- 
ter’s phraseology — “would have 
|! been pretty level.” That is, “even.” 

Summarizing after the game, Dr. 
Potter made the following points: 

1. The game, “fast and full of 

‘incidents, makes it interesting to 
' watch.” 
2. “The speed of the game must 
|be a severe test of the stamina of 
the players. However, one dif- 
ference between the games as 
played here and in England is that 
in England, no substitutes are al- 
lowed, with minor exceptions. Even 
if a man is injured the side has to 
play one short. 

3. “I felt that the whole game 
was treated, not as a game, but as a 
serious professional contest which 
was not appropriate to a sporting 
event between colleges. 

4. “My sympathies naturally lay 
with the Rhode Island College side, 
but I think that even if that had 
not been so, I should have been 
greatly impressed with their speed 
and skill.” 

In this latter point, Dr. Potter’s 
reactions are akin to those of 
“umpty” thousands of fans who 
have been seeing the Rams at Madi- 
son Square Garden and elsewhere 
the last few years.
